However, a warning to Marin 
County on disposition of highway 
funds

ing out that a fourth Interchange 
would cost approximately $200,000 
more, including cost of right of 
way, Gillis warned: 
“For the good of the county I 
would hate to see the completion 
of this cloverleaf to the detri­ 
ment of Greenbrae. We will be 
several million dollars away from 
Greenbrae intersection improve­ 
ment when we finish here.” 
Speaking on behalf of Straw­ 
berry residents, Rolland Hammond 
declared they have expressed con­ 
cern about the increased flow of 
traffic on the Tiburon boulevard. 
Under the proposed state plan, 
San Francisco-to-Mill Valley traf­ 
fic would be routed up to the Tib­ 
uron boulevard where cars would 
have to make a left-hand turn to 
get on the Tiburon-Mill Valley 
highway. 
Hammond expressed the belief 
that the state highways had not 
correctly estimated the growth in 
the southern Marin area. He said, 
“We feel there will be greater or 
faster growth than you have es­ 
timated.” 
The Marin delegation, led by 
Supervisor Vera Schultz, urged the 
state to make a new estimate and 
to re-evaluate its previous studies 
on future growth. 
Chief difference in figures de­ 
veloped by the state and city of 
Mill Valley appear to hinge on the 
use of the Alto intersection as 
compared to the Manzanita inter­ 
section. 
Mayor Cummings declared that 
more than 8,000 cars are using 
East Blithedale avenue to go to 
Alto daily rather than use the Mil­ 
ler avenue extension out of High­ 
way 101. 
TraNic Engineer William Cobb 
said state figures showed a high­ 
way count at Alto in April, 1953, 
had clocked off 1,648 cars from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m. to and from San 
Francisco. 
A traffic count at Dolan’s cor­ 
ner in July, 1953, showed a count 
of 8,147 cars in 16 hours. 
District Engineer L. A. Wey­ 
mouth pointed out there are plans 
to improve the Manzanita en­ 
trance to Mill Valley when the 
three - million - dollar Richardson 
Bay Bridge is started next year. 
He explained Marin County is one 
of the most favored counties in al­ 
location of state funds for state 
highways. 
Although the minimum alloca­ 
tion Marin is entitled to from 1952 
to 1954 is $2,227,000, the county 
has already been allocated more 
than six million dollars. Only 
$790,000 of this sum is being used 
on the Waldo widening. 
The entire m atter will be up for 
public discussion at 3 p.m. on Jan. 
26 before the Board of Supervisors. 
A public hearing must be held be­ 
fore the supervisors can enter into 
a freeway agreement with the

Irks Corte Maderans 


The county informed Corte Ma­ 
dera 
Monday 
night 
that 
city 
prisoners held in the county jail 
would henceforth cost the town 
$1.50 per day per prisoner. And 
Corte Madera in effect replied, 
“ sez who?” 
City Clerk Frank Menke led off. 
**They (the county) tried this be­ 
fore and we simply ignored it. I 
eay let’s ignore it again.” 
Councilman Bruce Goeker, avid 
critic of county charges to cities, 
was more vocal. ‘‘Good heavens,” 
he said. “ We own the jail, we pay 
the jailkeepers, and then we have 
to pay to keep prisoners. W e’re 
being penalized for enforcing the 
law. End quote.” 
Councilmen 
assented. 
Menke 
then introduced a letter from Fair­ 
fax Mayor Floyd Elliott which 
also protested the charge for city 
prisoners. Elliott’s letter likewise 
dressed down the county for dis­ 
continuing its matron service to 
the cities (few transport of female 
prisoners to the county Jail) and 
for the continued charges to cities 
for transport of city mental pa­ 
tients to Napa state hospital for 
care. 
The cities pay 65 per cent of 
the cost of county government, 
through taxes, Elliott’s etter said, 
and yet they are charged again 
for any services the county rend­ 
ers. 
“There seems to be a deliberate 
attempt by the county govern­ 
ment to saddle these relatively 
small but irritating charges on 
the cities who are already suffer­ 
ing financially from insufficient 
revenues,” the letter read. “ It 
would 
seem

their tactics and show a little co­ 
operation with the smaller cities 
of Marin.”

Rainting Service Faces Test 
In Corte Madera Hearing 


Does the United Painting Ser­ 
vice of 326 Willow avenue con­ 
stitute 
a 
public 
nuisance—or 
doesn’t it? Corte Madera Town 
Council just wants the facts. 
The battle of the painting con­ 
tractor, Floyd Hinkson, and his 
neighbors led by Sam Gazzano, 
has raged in Corte Madera’s town 
meetings for more than a year and 
inspired the council to pass two 
amendments to the zoning ordin­ 
ance—as yet to no avail. 
The 
painter still has his service and 
the neighbors are still up in arms. 
But on Jan. 18, the council will 
hold a public hearing to gather 
evidence from both sides. “At that 
time,” City Attorney John Ehlen 
said, “we will just want to hear 
the facts.” If the council is to 
halt the painting business, by “in­ 
junction or criminal proceedings,” 
the business will have to be proved 
a public nuisance, he said. 
“It’s a damn nuisance,” Gaz­ 
zano said. He and others protest­ 


ing the business say it’s noisy, 
damaging to property values and 
downright illegal. 
Apparently it’s not illegal on the 
first of two counts by which the 
council tried to oust the business 
last year. Owner Hinkson says 
he’s not violating the town’s newly 
adopted 
ordinance 
amendment 
forbidding storage of materials 
such as paint in an “office,” which 
Hinkson claims his Willow ave­ 
nue address to be. 
To make sure, the council dis­ 
patched Police Chief Frank Nelson 
to inspect the “office” premises 
during Its session Monday night 
and Neleon reported back he’d 
found only a limited number of 
cans of paint and paint-thinner 
ini trucks and in the basement. 
The second of the amendments 
passed last August made it man­ 
datory for offices operating in 
residential ar^as to obtain city 
permits. On this score the ob-

“Now we’ve 
got to prove it,” he said. 
The Jan. 18 meeting will also 
serve as a public hearing on other 
applications for permits to operate 
offices in residential areas.

down by Marin* courts that the Miracle 


Mile, better known as the Miserable M ile— 


between San Rafael and San Anselmo be­ 


longs to the cities. 


Controversy over ownership developed be­ 


tween the cities and persons who had owned 
the propertv before it was deeded as a rail­ 


road right-of-way manv years ago. 
These 


deeds contained revisionary clauses which 


»aid if the railroads no longer used the 
propertv for railroad purposes, it would re­ 


vert to the original owners. 


It has been manv vrars now sincie a rail­ 


road train ran down the Miracle Mile. In 
fact, for years now east-bound automobile 


traffic has travelled down this strip of for­ 


mer trackage. There are those motorists who 
maintain the railroad ties have never been 


removed. 


T o sav that this roadwav i* miserable is 


putting it mildlv. Because the cities them­ 


selves were not sure they had any right to 


the property, because they were worried 


that the revisionarv clauses might be legally 


binding in preference to their claims of pub­ 


lic use, they would not spend money to 


build a proper roadway. 


As a result, although they had ideal foun­ 


dations from the old railroad, they put only 
minor paving on top. 


T he road is one of the major arteries of 


the countv, both for passenger and bus 


traffic. Constant use by these vehicles, some­ 


times bumper to bumper, kept the Mile in 
a constant state of disrepair. 
Bad roads cost monev, Thev cost money 


to the political subdivisions which support 


them in maintenance and repair. Thev cost 


monev to the motorists who drive on them 


in extra wear and damage to his vehicle as 
well as loss of time. Thev cost money to 


the merchants, both those along the street 


and those at either end; if customers can’t 
easily and comfortably reach the stores, thev 
are less likely to go there; if 4hev don’t go 


there, they can’t make purchases. 


N ow the legal determination has been 
made as to ownership of the roadway—it 
belongs to the cities. At present, no appeal 


has been filed from 
the court decision. 


Th's means there no longer is any legal ex­ 
cuse available to the cities for not doing a 
proper job on the Miracle Mile. 


Both San Rafael 
and San Anselmo ritv 
councils should take action as soon as pos­ 
sible toward its reconstruction. It is a nec­ 
essary project for immediate consideration, 


and the money must be found to do the 
job.

mate of the 1953-54 deficit, on Aug. 27 by 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey, was

funds—including 
the one for old age an­ 


nuities and the one for veterans’ life insur- 
ance-about $2.8 billion more in the course 
of the year than it would pav out under 


the items covered. That would leave a defi­ 
cit of only about $1.0 billion on a cash basis 


—this it, if the net receipts for the trust funds 


were not to be deducted from the Govern­ 
ment's general revenues but wrre to 
be 
mingled with them. 


And since Aug. 27 the estimate of the 


deficit is believed to have been lowered and 


the estimate of the surplu» for the trust

funds to have been raised. So it is quite pos­ 


sible that on a cash (or pay-as-you-go) basis, 
the budget for 1953-54 will he balanced. 


A substantial bodv of financial opinion 


believes that the budget ought to be pre­ 


sented on this basis. President Eisenhower 


said last May, in presenting his tax program 


to Congress, that social security financing 
“should he handled more nearly on a pay-as- 
you-go basis.”

He took with him docu­ 
ments showing that a widespread 
Soviet espionage apparatus op­ 
erated in Canada. 


DISGUSTED WITH the du­ 
plicity of the Soviet Union toward 
its Canadian ally, Gouzenko ex­ 
posed the plot to the Royal Ca­ 
nadian Mounted 
Police.

than a score of persons were 
held on charges of participating 
in the spy ring. 
The most prominent were Al­ 
lan Nunn May, a British scien­ 
tist- Dr. Raymond Boyer, a chem­ 
istry professor at McGill Univer­ 
sity in Montreal; and Fred Rose, 
a member of the Canadian Par­ 
liament.

MOST SUCCESSFUL of all 
Soviet espionage lings from an 
atomic standpoint wai the one 
in which Fuchs and his fellow 
spie; operated. 
Fuchs was born in Germany in 
1911. He was a brilliant student. 
As 
youth, he joined the Young 
Communist League in Germany. 
He worked in the party under­ 
ground until 1933 when the rise 
of the Nazis forced him to take 
refuge in Britain. 
In 1944, he became a member 
of a British mission which waa 
to study the development of the 
atom bomb in this country first 
hand. 
Fuchs worked in New York 
City and in Los Alamos, N.M., 
where the atom bomb was de­ 
signed and put together. He thus 
was privy to the bomb's ultra- 
secret trigger mechanism. 
On March 1, 1950, Fuchs, then 
only 38 years old, was sentenced 
to 14 years in prison. The court 
described the crime of this na­ 
turalized British citizen as “only 
thinly diffèrentiated from high 
treason.” 


THE 
FBI was endeavoring, 
wean while, to round up Ameri­ 
can contacts of Fuchs. From 
Fuchs, FBI agents learned that 
his principal American contact 
was a 
short .stocky 
man 
of 
around 40, obviously a chemist, 
known to him only as “Ray­ 
mond.” 
Harold Gold, a Philadelphia 
chemist, was among the suspects. 
Gold, after 
first 
denying 
all 
charges, confessed. 
The FBI in subsequent months 
rounded up other members of the 
ring in this country. Greenglass 
was arrested on Jum. 16. 1950; 
Julius Rosenberg on July 17: 
Ethel Rosenberg on Aug. 11; and 
Morton Sobell on Aug. 18. 
The Americans received the 
following penalties: The Rosen- 
bergs, death: Gold, 30 years in 
prison: Greenglass, 15 years; and 
Sobell, 30 years. 
Unlike Greenglass and Gold, 
Sobell and the Rosenbergs did 
not confess. Sobell escaped the 
death penalty because the infor- 
„ mation he gave the Russians was 
about radar, not atomic bombs.

surveys is expected next week 
when the Senate Interim Com­ 
mittee

and Professions, headed by Sen­ 
ator Luther E. Gibson of Vallejo 
starts two days of testimony on 
the subject. 
Senator Gibson has sent out 
a thorough 
statement 
of 
the 
problem confronting the state, 
which first came to light last 
October. At that time, the state 
controller held up payment of 
contracts totaling $270,000 as the 
result of protests that payments 
were illegal. It was held the con­ 
tracting firms were not licensed 
land surveyors or registered civil 
engineers, as allegedly required 
by law. 
THE CRUX of the situation 
briefly is that the state, for the 
past several years, has used con­ 
tour maps made by the photo- 
grammetric process, use of aerial 
photography, rather than con­ 
tour maps made by the older 
process of land surveying. 
Use of these maps by the Di­ 
vision of Water Resources, and 
the Division of Highways has 
saved the state many thousands 
of dollars, no one can estimate 
just how much. 
OBVIOUSLY, whenever there 
is a change in procedure or meth­ 
od, someone gets hit. In the in­ 
stant case, the land surveyors 
and civil engineers found busi­ 
ness they previously had done 
going 
to 
aerial 
photographic 
concerns, which could do the 
work cheaper. 
Because of the provisions of 
the law, one aerial concern was 
forced to tie up with a civil en­ 
gineer to legalize the operation. 
Additionally, it. was found nec­ 
essary to open up bidding on the 
firms outside of California. 


THERE ARE 
arguments 
on 
both sides of the case, techni­ 
cally and legally, and Senator 
Gibson’s committee proposes to 
give full hearing to both sides 
of the case. 
It is concerned primarily with 
the question of whether it is in 
the best interests of the public 
to clarify provisions of the Civil 
and Professional Engineers Act 
and the Land Surveyors Act to 
require specifically that all pho- 
togrammetric mapping be done 
under the supervision and direc­ 
tion of a registered civil engineer 
or licensed land surveyor, or to 
specifically exclude all photo- 
grammetric mapping from the 
provisions of those acts.

Meanwhile, the protests of the 
civil engineers and land sur­ 
veyors, according to the state 
highway engineer, have injured 
the relations of that department 
with the aerial mapping indus­ 
try.

“WE NOW HAVE a backlog of 
aerial mapping projects, estimat­ 
ed to cost more than $200,000,

Rabbit' Maranville, 
Ex-Baseball Great, 
Dies In New York 


NEW YORK (JP>—Walter (Rab­ 
bit) Maranville, rated as one of 
the greatest fielding shortstops in 
baseball history and a member of 
the 1914 “miracle” Boston Braves, 
died ’ast night of a heart attack.

Belvedere Plans Campaign 
To Root Out Sewer Defects 


It will be one of the first jobs 
of Belvedere’s new city adm inis­ 
trator, Britton (Bing) Rey, to find 
the trouble spots in the city sewer 
system and take steps to correct 
them . He indicated at Monday 
night's meeting of the city coun­ 
cil th at he was ready and willing, 
but th a t it might take a little 
time. 
Until the defects are corrected, 
Belvedere will not be eligible for 
$4,059 in state "Christmas tree” 
funds.

last spring uncovered some defects, 
bu* city officials believe most of 
them were caused by a pump that 
was out of order and because some 
residences were not yet connected 
with the city system. 
The city adm inistrator’s first 
day in office began with a call 
a t 7:30 a.m. from a Corinthian 
island resident, Mrs. Laura Don- 
zel, to report th at the sewer in her 
beach cottage was plugged up for 
the second time. Rey recommend­ 
ed some special equipment cost­ 
ing around $250 to repair it. wfhich 
the council found agreeable. 
In the words of Mayor Jam es 
Michael, the city has to "make a 
survey of what we’ve got and what 
we need” — which he hopes will 


not be a treatm ent plant costing 
more than $100,000.

Tex. hP)—Downed 
but not downhearted, the Marshall 
housewives are going to take their 
tax figh; to Congress. 
They never did want to collect 
aocial security taxes on the wages 
of their household servants—and 
they never did. 
Now the U.S. Supreme Court. 
In a decision Monday, said they 
had to do it. Two lower courts had 
said they had to do it, and the 
Supreme Court refused to hear 
their appeal. 
The women said the tax wasn’t 
constitutional. And through all the 
rebellion tha started almost three 
years ago they have waited in 
their homes while internal revenue 
agents went into downtown banks 
to take the taxes due from their 
bank accounts.

Tank Failures 


On a charge of violating real 
estate laws, Ernest N. Ketten- 
hofen, developer of Marin Village 
in Novato, goes on trial today 
In Marin County Superior Court 
according 
to 
District 
Attorney 
William O. Weissich. The case is

The action grows out of difficul­ 
ties caused by septic tank failures 
in some of the 31 homes in Marin 
Village during the past two rainy 
seasons. 
When complaining r e s i d e n t s 
went before the county board of 
supervisors on Feb. 2 last year, 
they alleged through their attor­ 
ney, Richard V. Bettini, that the 
soil in parts of Marin Village is 
entirely unsuitable for septic tanks 
as it is nonabsorbant As a result 
sewage effluent overflowed from 
the tanks and ran into yards and 
streets, Bettini told the board. 
Protestants claim that Ketten- 
hofen is responsible for the situa­ 
tion because he subdivided the 
lots into smaller sizes than au- ! 
thorized by the state Division of 
Real 
Estate 
and 
the 
County 
Health Department. Both had ap­ 
proved the use of septic tanks on 
two-acre parcels in the area, but 
some of the land was subsequently 
redivided into city-lot size parcels | 
of inadequate area to sustain sep­ 
tic tanks and leeching lines, Bet­ 
tini explained. 
Residents aLo claim that «the 
nature of the soil was misrepre­ 
sented when septic tank permits 
were applied for by the builder 
who allegedly stated in his appli­ 
cation that the soil was sandy 
loam when actually it was solid 
clay to a depth of 12 feet or more, 
according to subsequent tests made 
by the county health department, j 
M«rin Village sewer problems 
have since been so'ved by the 
creation of a sewer assessment 
district and the installation of a 
aewer system at a cost of approxi­ 
mately $114.000 for Mann Village ; 
and surrounding areas. However, | 
the line is not yet in use and a 
number of homes along Pastel 
lane are still plagued by aeptic 
tank leakage.
